T H A T after the experience which 
he United States have had of thr great 
:i justice of the British government to­ 
wards them, exemplified by so many 
cts Of violence and oppression, it will 
le more difficult to justify to the im ­ 
partial world their patient forbearance, 
Rian the measures to which it has be* 
pin e necessary to recur, to avenge the 
wrongs, and vindicate the rights and 
l)onorofthc nationr. 
Your committee 
ire happy to observe, on a dispassionate 
review of the conduct of the United 
iutes, that they 6ec in it no cause for 
censure. 


If a long forbearance under injuries 
aught evt-r to be considered a virtue in 
sny nation, it is one which peculiarly be­ 
co m es the United States 
No people 
k'er had stronger motives to cherish 
¡peace; none have ever cherished it 
^with greater sincerity and zeal. 
' 
But the period has now arrived, when 
the United Slates must support their 
character and station among the nations 
of tho earth, or submit to tho most 
rliamcful degradation. Forbearance has 
ccased to be a virtue. 
W a r on the one 
vide, and peace on the other, is a situa* 
it;on as ruinous as it is disgraceful. T he 
m d ambition, the lust of power, and 
^commercial avarice of Great-Britain, 
wvogating to herstIf the complete do­ 
minion uf tho of.etm, and exercising over 
an unbounded und lawless tyranny, 


I have left to neutral nation > un alternative 
only, between the base surrender of 
their rights, and a manly vindication of 
them 
Happily for the United States, 
their destiny, under the aid ot Heaven, 
lisin tlicir own hands. 
The cu»i% is 
I formidable only by their love ol prace. 
A s soon as it becorncs a duty to relin­ 
quish tlwt situation, danger disappears. 
—They have suffered no wrongs, th<* 
have received no insult, however g:r:it, 
for which they cannot obuih I'ccirc*- .. 


More than «seven year* have rh p .c d ,

The niatihe. >)I i 
commencement was not les<; hostile, 
titan the spirit with which it ha^ been 
pruiCcUtrd. 
T he U. States have inva­ 
riably done every thing in their power, 
tu preserve the relations of friendship 
with Great-Britain. 
O f this disposition 
ta*y gave a distinguished proof, at the 
moment v heti they were rn'ide the vic­ 
tim» of an opposite policy. The wrongs 
of the last w ar hud not been forgotten 
at the commencement of the present 
one. 
They warned us of dangers, a- 
gaiust whk:1^ it was sought to provide. 
Ai early as the year 18 ) I, the Minister 
ot tlie United States at London was in­ 
s'.: ut'.ed to inv-te the British govern­ 
ment to enter into a negotiation on all 
the points on winch a collision m i^ht a- 
ruc between the two countries, in the 
course bf the Y\\<r, and to propose to it 
an arrangement .,1 their claims, on fair 
a*.J rc-.so’.iablc conditions.

It wus pn tended ( 
by the i)riu»h government, that m case 
of wur, her enemy had no right to modi­ 
fy its colonial regulations, so as to miti­ 
gate the calamities of war to the inhabit­ 
ant» of its colonics. 
This pretension» 
peculiar to Great-Uritoin, Is utterly in ­ 
compatible with the rights of sovereign­ 
ty in every independent State. 
If we 
recur to the well e&ublishod and Utnvci - 
»ally admitted law of nations, we shall 
find no sanction to it, in that venerable 
code. 
The sovereignty oi every Suite 
is co-cxtcnnivc with its dominions, and 
cannot be abrogated, or curuulcd in it« 
rights, as to any part, except by con­ 
quest. 
Neutral nations ha\e a right to 
trade to every port of cither bellige­ 
rent, which is not legally blockaded ; 
and m all articles which arc not contra­ 
band of war. 
Such is the absurdity of 
this pretonsion, that your committee art- 
aware, especially alter the able manner 
m which it bus been herctoluic refuted, 
and exposed, that they would offer an 
insult to the understanding of the House, 
if they eulargcd on it ; aud if any thing 
could add to the high sense of the inju-,* 
tice oi the British Government in the 
transaction,it would be the contrast which 
her conduct exhibits in regard to this 
tra ie, and in regard to a simiLr trade by 
neutrals with her own colonies. 
It is 
known to the world, that Grcat'Britain 
regulates her own trade, in war and in 
peace, at home and in her colonies, an 
she fiuds lor her interest— that in war 
she relaxes the restraints of her colonial 
system in favor of the colonies, and that 
it never was suggested that she had not 
a right to do i t ; or that a neutral, m 
taking advantage of the relaxation, vio­ 
lated a belligerent right of her enemy. 
— But with Great-Britain every thing 
is lawful. 
It is only in a trade with her 
enemies, that the United States can do 
wrong.—-With them, all trade is unlaw 
ful. 


In the year 1793, an attack was made 
by the British Government on the same 
branch of our neutral trade, which had 
nearly involved the two countries in 
war-— That difference, however, was 
amicably uccommodatcd. 
The preten­ 
sion was withdrawn and 
reparation 
made to the United States for tho losses 
which they had suffered by it. 
It was 
fair to infer from that arrange:nent that 
the commercc was deemed by the 
British Government lawful, and that it 
would not bo again disturbed. 


Had the British Government been 
resolved to contest this trade with 
neutrals, it was due to the character of 
the BtitUh nation that the decision 
nhould be made known to the Govern­ 
ment of the United States 
The cx- 
iaicncc of a negotiation which had been 
invited by our Government, for the 
purpone of preventing differences by 
an amicable arrangement of their re- 
sptxuve pretensions, guvc a strong 
cuurri to the notification, while it afford­ 
ed 'he fairest opportunity for it— But a 
ery different policy animated the then 
I Cabinet ol England. 
T he liberal confi- 
d<”iCc 4 ,.J friendly overture^ ol the U- 
m v 1 v.ateSkWcre taken advantage of, 
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principles whieh have served for ugdl* 
a» guides, anil fixed tho boundaiy be­ 
tween the lights of belligiienta and 
neutrals, were violated : By the law ol 
nution», as recogmicd by G ciat-B rhun 
herself, no blockade is ulvvful, Onless it 
be sustained by the application of an 
adequate force i and thttt un adequate 
force was applied to this blockade, in 
its fu l extunt, ought not to be pretend­ 
ed— W hether Great-Britain was able 
to maintain, legally, so cxicumsr a 
blockade, considering the war in which 
she is engaged, rc^utilflgHUch extensive 
navut opurutiotis, 1» a Question winch is 
not necessaiy at this t;mc to examine. It 
is sufficient to be »Hjwd, that 
h force 
was not applied, and this is evident from 
the term s of the blockade itself, by 
which, comparatively, an inconsiderable 
portion of tne coast only Was drclared 
to be in a state of strict and rigurius 
blockudc 
The objection to the mea­ 
sure is not diminished by that circum ­ 
stance. 
if the forcc was not applied, 
the blockade was unlawful from what­ 
ever ctuisc the tailurc might proceed.— 
The bedigcrent who 
institutes the 
blockade, cannot absolve itself from the 
obligation to apply the force under an) 
pretext whatever 
For a belligerent 
to relax a blockade, which it would be 
a refinement m injustice, not less insult­ 
ing to the understanding than re p u g ­ 
nant to the law of nations. 
T o claim 
merit for the mitigation of an evil, which 
the party either had not the power or 
found it inconvenient to inflict, would 
be a new mode of encroaching on n eu ­ 
tral lig h ts— Your committee think it 
just to remark that tlus act of the Bri­ 
tish government does not appear to 
have been adopted in the sense in which 
it has been since construed. 
On consi­ 
deration of all the circumstances attend­ 
ing tho measure, and particularly the 
character of the distinguished statesman 
who announced it, we are persuaded 
that it was conceived in a spirit of con­ 
ciliation and intended to lead to un ac­ 
commodation of all differences between 
the United States and Grcat-Bi itain.-— 
iiis death disappointed that hope, und 
tne act tins since become subset vicnt to 
other purposes. 
It Ims been made by 
his successor:» a pretext for that vast 
system of usui pation, which lias so long 
oppressed and 
hanas&ed our com ­ 
merce. 


The next act of the British govern­ 
ment which claims our attention, is the 
order of council o f January 7, 1807, by 
which neutral powers are prohibited 
trading from one port to another of 
I1’ranee, or her allies, or any other coun­ 
try with which Great-Britain might not 
freely trade. 
By this order the p re­ 
tension of England, heretofore claimed 
by every other power, to prohibit neu­ 
trals disposing of parts of their cargoes 
at different ports of the same enemy, 
is revived, and with vast accumulation 
of injury. Every enemy, however great 
the num ber or distant from each other, 
is considered one and the like trade even 
with powers at peace with England, 
who irom motives of policy had exclud­ 
ed or restrained her commerce, was 
also prohibited— In this act the British 
G vernment evidently disclaimed all 
regard for neutral rights. 
Aware that 
the measures authorised by it could fiud 
no pretext in any belligerent right-— 
none was urged. 
To piohibit the sale 
of our produce, consisting of innoceut 
articles, at any port of a belligerent not 
blockaded, to consider every belli­ 
gerent as one, and subject neutrals to 
the same restraints with all, a3 if there 
was but one, were bold encroachments. 
But to rem ain or in any manner inter­ 
fere with our commerce with neutral 
nations, with whom Great-Britain was 
at pcace^and against whom she had no 
justifiable cause of war, for the sole 
reason that they restiained or excluded 
from their ports her commerce, was 
utterly incompatible with the pacific 
relations subsisting between the two 
countries. 


W e proceed to bring into view the 
B; itish Order in Council of 
Nov. 11, 
1«U7, which supeiccdcd eveiy other 
oider, and consunvnated the system 
of hostility on the commerce of the Unit 
ed States, which has been since stead­ 
ily put sued. 
By this order, all France 
.uui her allies, and every otner cnuMry 
at war with Great-Britain or with which 
¡»¡ie «as not at v*ai, from which the 
Hi itish flag was excluded, and all the 
colonies ol her enemies, Were subjrete 
to the same restrictions as if they were 
-ctu^ily blockaded in the most strict and 
rigorous manner, and all trade in th 
I articles, produce and manufacture ot 
the s.iid cnuntiies aud Colonies, and the 
vessels engaged u it, were subjec.e 1 to 
» ..p u i e 
a I., condemnation as lawfu 
p; iiv. 
l o this ot der. cei Lain exoepuor 
, w u c made, vtluch v»e forbear to none 
because they were not adopted lrom a 
regard to neutral n^Uis, but were dic- 


tatcd by policy to promote thr com- / ¡ 
me ice ol t'.ngh'iid ; and au far as they 
reLti d to nevltral powers, were said to 
emaimtc from the dem enty of the Bn* 
tiSh government. 


It would he superfluous in your com­ 
mittee to state, that by this order the 
British government declared direct and 
posmve war ugninst the United States. 
—■ I he dominion ol the ocean was» com­ 
pletely usurped by it, all commercc for­ 
bidden, and every flag driven from it, 
or subjected to capture and condemna­ 
tion, which did not subserve the policy 
of the British government by paying it 
a tribute and sailing tinder its sanction. 
— From this period, the United States 
have incurred the heaviest loss«», and 
most mortifying humiliations.— They 
have borne the calamities of war, with­ 
out retorting them on its authors. 


So far your committee has presented 
to the view of the House, the aggres­ 
sions which have bemi committed und-r 
the authoiity of the Bi itish government 
on the commerce of the United States. 
We will now proceed to other wrongs, 
which have been still more sever>‘.y 
felt. 
Amonjr these is the impressment 
ol our seamen,a practice which has been 
unceasingly maintained by Great-Bri- 
Um in the wars to which she has been a 
paity since the revolution. 
Your com ­ 
muter Cannot convey,in adequate terms, 
the deep sense which they entertain of 
the injustice and Oppression of this pro­ 
ceeding. Under the pretext of impress­ 
ing Bi itish seamen, our fellow-citizens 
are seized in Biituh ports, on the high 
seas, and in every quarter to which the 
British power extends, are taken on 
; board B tu n h men of w ar^nd compelled 
to serve there as British subject».— In 
this inode our citizens are wantoi.ly 
snatched from their country ¡u»ti their 
families, depuved of lAe.r Liberty, ar.d 
doomed to an igncrmunous and kLtviah 
bondage, compelled to tight the biOtJes 
of a forcgn country, and often to perwh 
in them. 
O ur flag has given them no 
protection ; it has been unceasingly vi­ 
olated, and our vessels exposed to dan­ 
ger by the luss of the men taken from 
them. 
Your committee need not re- ij 
mark, that wiiiJc the practice ii conlinu- j| 
cd, it i« imposible for ttxe United States 
to rouuider themselves un independent 
nation. 
Every new case is a new proof jj 
ol their degradation. Its continuance is 
the more unjustifiable, because the U- ;¡ 
nited htates have repeatedly proponed 
to the British government an arrange- ,! 
ment which would secure to it the con- j¡ 
troul of its own people 
An exemption •; 
of the citizens of the United States from 
thi.4 degrading oppression, and their fjag 
from violation, is all that they have 
sought. 


1 his lawless waste of our trade, and 
equally uulawful im pressment of our 
seamen, have beep much aggravated by 
the insults and indignitiea attending 
them — U nderthc pretext ofblockading 
the haibors of France and her allies, 
British squadrons have been stationed 
on our coast, to watch and annoy our 
own trade. T o give cffect to the block­ 
ade of European ports, the ports and 
harbours of the United States have been 
blockaded, 
in executing these orders 
of the British government, or in obey­ 
ing the spirit which was known to ani­ 
mate it, the commanders ol these squa­ 
drons have encroached on our jurisdic­ 
tion, seized our vessels, and carried in­ 
to efleet impressments within our limits, 
and done other acts of great injustice, 
violence and oppression. 
T h e United 
States have seen with mingled indigna­ 
tion and surprise, that these acts, in­ 
stead of procuring the perpetrators the 
punishment due to unauthorised critncs, 
have not tailed to recommend them to 
the favor ol tiieii government. 


W hether the British government has 
contributed by active measures to excite 
against us the hostility of the Savage 
Tribes on our frontiers, your commit­ 
tee are not disposed to occupy much 
time in investigating— C e iu m indica­ 
tions of general notoi iety may supply tiie 
place of authentic documeu.s : mough 
these have not been wanting to establish 
tiie fact in some instances— It is known 
that symptoms of 
British 
nostihty, 
towttids tne United States, have nevti 
tailed to pi educe corresponding symp­ 
toms among those tribes. 
It is aUo 
well known thaton all such occasions, 
abundant 
supplies of the ordinary 
munitions ot war have been afforded 
by the agents of British commercial 
. ompanies, and even from the British 
r am sons, wherewith they weie en­ 
abled to commence that system ol 
Ravage vvuifare on our frontiers, which 
nas been at all times iudisc rim mate in 
its effect, ou all ages, sexes and e r u ­ 
ditions, and so revelling to humanity. 


^our Committee would 
be much 
giuiined if tl.ey couid cijse here the 
detail of Bi itish wrongs ; but it is then 
duty to recite another act ol still grekter 


malignity, than any of tho»« which hate 
b*cu already brought to your view,—. 
T h e attempt to dismember our Union 
and overthrow our excellent Constito* 
(ion, by a *ccrct mission, 
object of 
which wan to foment discontent», an4 
excite insurrection against the ccrnsthut* 
ed authorities and laws of tne nation, at 
lately disclosed by the agent employ 
in it, afford* full proof that there ts no 
bound to the hostility oCthe British go­ 
vernment towards the United States— 
no act, however unjustifiable, which it 
would not commit, to accomplish their 
ftiin. 
This attempt cxci.es the greater 
horror from the consideration that it was 
made while thcUnitcd States and Great- 
Britain were at peace, and an asnicabis 
negotiation was depending 
between 
them for the accommodation of their dif­ 
ferences through public ministers regu­ 
larly authorised for the purpose. 
• 1 he U. States have beheld, with tto» 
examplcd forbearance, this continued 
series of hostile 
cneroacrhtnents on 
their rights and interests, in the hope, 
that yielding to the forcc of friendly 
remonstrances often repeated, the Bri­ 
tish government might adopt a more 
just policy towards them ; but that 
hope no longor exists 
They have al- 
wajs weighed impartially the reasons 
which have been urged by the British 
government in viudica':ui r-i these eo- 
croachmcntn, and found 
,liem neither 
justification or apology 


The British governu.'':.’ ! a& alledged 
m vindication of the Order- m Council, 
that they were resorted to a . a rrtalita- 
tion on France, for siiui... aggressions 
committed by her on our i... .tial trade 
with the British dominions. 
But how 
has tl.is plea been supported ? 
T h e 
dates of British arid Frencu aggressions 
are well known to the wo: Id. 
Their 
origin ar.d progress have ueen marked 
with too wide and destructive a wa«te 
of the property of our fc-ilow-citizehs 
to have been forgotten. 
'I he decree 
of Berlin of November 21st, 1806, wa* 
the first aggression of France in the 
present war. 
Eighteen months had 
then elapsed, after the attack made by 
Great-Britain on o ar neutral trade, with 
the colonies of France and her aUies, 
a®d six months from the A **- of the 
prolamation of May, l&o6. 
Even on 
the 7th Jan. i 8 >7, the date of the first 
British.Order in Council, so short a 
term had elapsed, after the Berlin d e ­ 
cree, ’.hat it was hardly possible that the 
intelligence of it shoul-j have reached 
the United States.

of November 11th was issued, it u well 
known thst a minister of Fiance ha i 
declared to*he minister plenipoie:.tlai7 
of the United States Ut Paris, thit 
vti* 
not intended that the decree of Berlin 
should apply to the United States. 
It 
is equally well known, that r.o Arneri- 
cjl u vessel had then been condemned 
under it, or seizure been made, with 
which the Biitish government was ac­ 
quainted. 
The facts prove i neon test i- 
bly, that the measures of France, how­ 
ever unjustifiable in tuemselves, were 
nothing more than a pretext lor thdse of 
England. 
And of the insufficiency of 
that pretext, ample proof ha« already 
been afforded by the British goverment 
itself, and in the most impressive form. 
Although it was declared that the O r ­ 
ders in Council 
were retaliatory on 
France for her decrees, it was also de­ 
clared, and in the orders themselves, 
that owing to the superiority of the Bri­ 
tish navy, by which the fleets of France 
and her allies were confuted within their 
own ports, the JFrench decrees were 
considered only as empty threats. 


it is no justification o ith e wrongs of 
one pQwci, that the like were commit­ 
ted by .another , nor ought the fact, if 
true, to have been urged by either, as it 
could afford no proof of It lotc of jus­ 
tice, of its magnanimity, or pycu of its 
courage.— It is more \\o' hy the go­ 
vernment of a great natio.., to relieve 
inan to assail the injured. .\or can a re­ 
petition of the wrongs by uno her power 
tepair the violated ri;;hu, or wounded 
honor of the injured party 
An utter 
inability ¡done to icsist, would justify a 
quiet burrender of our rights, and de­ 
grading submission to thsr will of ethers. 
To that condition the United States are 
no; reduced, nor do they fear it.

I'.ave be^n perfectly comi>ctent to ibat 
object. lUu this arrangem ent, President 
, JelVirsun, evidently and fatally dcter- 
I nuncd to preserve every 
source oT 
iniiai'on, refused to confirm. 
Since 
that period the liritisJi governm eni has 
.^Iwny» professed a willingness lo enter 
upon new arrangem ents— th eir m inis­ 
te r has lately exjplicitly ofl'ercdto obtain 
the jc-;o ;r...o n of every American sea­ 
m an, upon being furnished with a list 
of t.iem. 
W e cannot but add, that the 
Senate of this Com m onw ealth, has r e ­ 
fused to concur with the H ouse in the 
m eans of procuring from every town a 
list of iheir m ipiesscd 
citucns, the 
nund u r of which we lu.ve reason to b e ­ 
lieve oould appear cpiitc inconsiderable 
in conipari.son with llie 
exaggerated 
allegations of our 
administration) as 
Well as with tiiose who by ihis act of 
iheir own g ov ernm tn t, arc nnrj fjr/ioj- 
cd to capiurc and lo conjinemcnt in 
prisun ships. 


Upon the question of c o n a tru c iiv c 
ó/or/.,ji/. t, sep ílate trom the ordets in 
council, whii h Iest on spccial c irc u m ­ 
stances, there can be no pretence for a 
controversy, involving the necessity ol 
war. 
'i'hc B ri’.isii,government has d e ­ 
clared in 
“ ollicial 
com m unications” 
that to constitute a blockade “ particular 
pon « 
m u s t 
be 
actually ‘ invefeted, 
and previous wartiing i^ivcn to v íf»-.cls 
bouiul to th< m not to e n te r.’’

It is far from the disposition of your 
representatives to investigate the re a ­ 
sons advanced hy G rcat-Britatn in d e ­

of this m easure, which her pre* 
sent administration ronsidur cssrntial 
to the m.iinn nunce of her independence. 
But wc m»y eonRdcully appeal fo your 
good sens( , 
fur ronf.r.na’ion of the 
solemn trulh, that war against G reat- 
Brliain uLnc^ at the m om ent she d e ­ 
clares her O rders in Council repealed, 
w henever a revocation of the i-'rench 


a m easure 
stamped with pwrtiality and injustice.— 
By the operation of these ordets our 
( (i'Minetcf is excluded from the po. ts 
ol i'l ,v’,r c and her dependencies. 
But 
w rre they repealed, the municipal rc- 
giilutioD',, heavy duties and ether m u l­ 
tiplied em barrassnients in those poits, 
would be obstacles to that com m erce, 
not less efTectual than the British edicts. 
'I’hus to nht d;i the right to traffic with 
Fim.ce, which wouhl not be woith p u r­ 
suing. wc renounce a pai ticipation in a 
luciutive cum m eicc, 
with the rest ot 
tlie wijrld — I'o indemnify the m erchant 
(ur his p.iiti.»l losses, his whole property 
is expoic.l to Capture. 
T o secure re- 
trihuiion 
for 
occasional depredation, 
and individual outrage 
upon 
solitary 
vessels by Bi'itish » ru'i/.ers, the entire 
navigation of the couni-.y, and 
yoar 
brave seamen, v. ill full a prey to their 
fleets, whic!) cover thy oceoii. 


This curso^ vie\r of the allcdged 
causes of hostility, Qoniflared with your 
own observatioh, unci recollection of the 
course of rvchts, will enable you to 
judge not only of the Hincerity of the 
a<lministrutioo, but of the solidity of 
thcir motives. 
W c beg you also to rt- 
collect that the French D ecrecs while 
they w ere m uch m ore outrageous in 
principle, were long anterior in tim e, 
and therefore iirst dem anded resistanco 
from our gov errm ent, and that it ap­ 
pears by public docum ents, that the 
O rders in Council would have been re ­ 
voked, 
had not 
our 
administration 
thought proper to connect the revoca- 
tiron with a claim for the relinquishm ent 
of principivs of blocka(fe, which are 
now re c o g n u e d us conformable to the 
Luw of Nation». From the..e considera- 
tsjns wc a^e oonstruincd by a sense of 
doty to express our fears and p ersua­ 
sion, that the deplorable event which 
has now' come to pass, is attributable to 
other causcs. 
'Fhe mo'^t proininent of 
these 
is the cmbarrasM ncnt arising 
from the precipitate declaration of the 
President of the U nited States, that the 
F rench d ecrto s, which violated our 
com m ercial 
rights, 
w ere 
repealed. 
This assurance has been contradicted 
by a scries of events and circum stanc­ 
es, 
w hich leuvii no room for doubt. 
By the sinking and burnhig of our 
vessels n<\ the high seas ; by the formal 
declaration of the Fr»*hch governfnent 
enforcing and umplifying those decrees^ 
ai d finally, hy the language of the last 
Presidential 
triessagc 
to 
C ongress, 
which, while it still asserts the repeal 
of tluise decrees, explicitly admits, 
that since the pariod of such pretended 
re|)Pal, “ her governm eni has auth or­ 
ized illegal captures by its p riv ateers 
and public ships, and that oriier outra- 
g r i have been prac.isetl on oUr vessels 
and o ur citizcns ; and that no in dem ­ 
nity has been provided o r pledged for 
French spoliations on the properly o f 
our citizcns," 
It is thus manifest, that 
the m ock re vocation of those decrees is 
an insult to com m on sense__ Yet lo 
disguise the imposition practised upon 
our executive, to gratify its wounded 
p. ide, and evade the retraction of error, 
we arc culled upon to hazard all that is 
dear to a nulion. 


A nother and more rem ote cnuse of 
this wav, we arc com pelled to refer to a 
disposition in many, whose influence 
predom inates in our national councils, 
10 aggrandize the S outhern and W e s t­ 
ern St.ites at the expence of the E a s t­ 
ern section of the Union. It is unques­ 
tionably true, that the partial and local 
interests of the people of the different 
Slates m ight, by a spirit of accom m oda­ 
tion, be so blended and reconciled as to 
produce a great and harm onious whole, 
capable of securing the higheSt degree 
of national felicity and strength. 
But 
we cannot disguise o u r conviction, that 
a system coeval with the formation of 
our Constitution was digested aiul has 
been unceasiriirly pursued to create and 
secure a preponderance ol w eight and 
pow er over the commcrciul States.— 
W h ate v er tends to check the grow th of 
Ihe navigating interest, and prevent the 
accum ulation of wealth in those states ; 
w hatever discourages the increase of 
th cir pol^ulation, and encourages eml- 
grarion from them ; w hatever will con­ 
tribute t5 the extension of territory in 
tlie Southern and W estern region, by 
conquest or otherwise, will materially 
contribute to the attainment uf that ob­ 
ject. 
T h e war now com m enccd, is a- 
daptcd to produce these clTccts. 


T h e first result will be, a wide and 
wasteful sw eep of ou r vessels by cap­ 
ture. 
T h e shipping of Massachusetts, 
is her main pillar. 
T h e loss of it is ir­ 
retrievable, as it constitutes capital— 
But to a southern jilanter, this is at 
most a tem porary evil, as foreign bot­ 
tom s will carry his crops to m arket — 
By the em barrausm ent and losses thus 
attendant ujjon com m erce, it is the ex- 
pecialion of some politicians, that it will 
be deemcil unworthy of proteciioni and 
cease to be represented, and that the ai- 
tention.of men will be diverted from 
com m ercial pursuits, and their e m ig ra­ 
tion prom oted to countries acquired or 
inietuled to be acquired by coiuiucst or 
purchase ; which form no part of ihe 
original te n itory of the U nited States, 
and were not included in o u r nutioiial 
compact. 


A n u h e r cause of the p resen t war 
m ust be referred to a spirit of jealousy, 
and competition with G reat Britain, to 
a m istaken l*elief that she would yield 
to the pressure of the continental sys-* 
tcm established by the 'Fyrunt of E u ­ 
rope, and to a propensity to co-operate 
in that system, in the hope o f sharing 
in the glory of its success, and p e rp e t­ 
uating in o u r Country the party influ­ 
ence and pow er of Its 
advoc. . s. 
By 
adopting and pertinaciously adhering 
to this system , th e party iu power, 
advanced too far to retreat 
without 
discredit. 
T h e y havo calculated that 
a change of their m easures wouid be a 


c o n f e s s i o n o f error, and that i h i s m ust 
be followed by the Ibifeiture of their 
claim lo public confitlence. But in war, 
the worst that can befall them 
is the 
lo ss of office and of pow er, and they are 
not without hope of finding a refuge 
from censure and contem pt, in the moi e 
violent passions which arc inseparable 
from a state of war. 


It .5 by these means, fellow citizens, 
in our apprehension, that you are now 
involved in W A R . 
T h e event fyr^|» 


t i|ew era 
p u f nAtionil histoiy. M 
an event awful, ufilxpected, hostile 
your interests, m enacing to yo ur 
ties, and revolting to your fceling»«J | 
It destroys your confidence in the prgJ
